against 
saloons, In which 
Governor Hoch w as appealed to In an 
effort to secure 
enforcem ent 
of the 
•tate prohibition law. 
Intense excite­ 
m ent followed the act of the d y n am it­ 
er. 
During the height of the excite­ 
m ent Funston, It w as charged, made 
inflammatory

that gathered about him on the streets.

H ast Condition* at New York Contin­ 
ued Almost Unbearable. 
N ew York. July IS.—Official figures 
given out by the governm ent w eather 
bureau W ednesday showed th at 
the 
lowest tem perature 
recorded 
during 
tw enty-four 
hours 
w as at A o clock 
In the m orning 
The governm ent th e r­ 
m om eter stood a t 76 a t th at hour, h av ­ 
ing fallen on an average of one degree 
an hour during T uesday night. 
From 
th a t tim e on, however, it rose, reach ­ 
ing 84 a t 9 o'clock. 
Before 7 a. rn. five 
fatalities had been reported. 
Two vic­ 
tim s fell from w indow s w here they 
were sleeping. 
O thers 
died directly 
from heat exhaustion. 
In Brooklyn a 
heat crazed m other plunged a carving 
knife 
Into 
her 
sleeping 
nlneteen- 
m onths'-old child, killing It Instantly. 
No relief, but ra th e r prom ise of m ore 
heat and even g reater suffering cam e 
to New York. 
Even w ith every park 
In the city throw n wide open and w ith 
practically every restrictio n removed, 
hundreds of thousands w ere unable to 
ascape severest of suffering. 
Tuesday, 
with nearly two score deaths and ten 
tim es as m any serious heat p ro stra ­ 
tions officially reported, It taxed 
the 
facilities of every hospital and like In­ 
stitution In th e city. 
A m bulance sur­ 
geons, drivers and horses, w orn down 
by the terrible h eat and stra in of In­ 
cessant 
work, were 
completely ex ­ 
hausted. 
H orses gave out earlier than 
the men. and com paratively early It 
became necessary to press police pa­ 
trol w agons into service as temporary 
ambulances. 
W hen the hospitals be­ 
cam e filled to their capacity and sev­ 
eral were forced to announce no more 
sufferers could be received. 
Although m any 
thousand tsnem ent 
dwellers availed them selves of the op­ 
portunity given by the open parks to 
sleep in the outer air. there were m any 
more that could not leave their home* 
In the parched and sw eltering lower 
section of the city. It w as In that sec­ 
tion that m ost of the suffering pre­ 
vailed. 
W hile thousands of persons left th eir 
hom es In the flats and tenem ents of 
th is city. seeking In the public parks 
relief from T uesday n ight’s heat, by 
fa r the g re atest crow ds gathered on the 
sands of th e seashore a t Coney Island. 
T rain s arriv in g there even afte r m id ­ 
n ig h t w ere crow ded and it w as e sti­ 
m ated th a t an arm y of 10,000 h e a t-to r­ 
tu red m en, women and children, the 
la tte r being In th e m ajority, m ade beds 
in the sand. 
A northw est breeze blew 
over the Island, bringing m uch com fort 
to the sw eltering thousands. 
A large 
force of ex tra policemen w as kept on 
duty and guarded 
the 
sleepers from 
harm . 
The death roll, due to excessive heat, 
increased rapidly W ednesday, seven­ 
teen fatalities being reported during the 
forenoon.
